A typical Cahfornia Bungalow 1s shown in the above illustration. The sweeping roof lines and wide pro- 
fecling eaves are characteristic, and the broad span of the porch beam and the battering porch columns and 
chimney lend a massive and solid effect to balance the overhanging roof. The exterior is designed to be covered 
with wade siding up to the top of the first story windows and with shingles above. The shingles are laid in 
alternating courses of 2 inch and 6 inch exposure to the weather. This gives a very pleasing effect, which 
harmonizes with the brick and cobble stone in the foundation, porch walls, and chimney. 

The entrance, in the floor plan here suggested, 1s direct into the generous living room. This is a very attrac- 
tive room anu windows are provided on three sides offering an abundance of fresh air and sunlight. At one end 
of the room ts a large fireplace, with flanking built-in bookcases. On one side the bookcase is returned along 
the ode wall with a double casement window above.
